Europe looked anxiously ahead 
today to a week crammed with 
turbulent possibilities, 


British Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain, peace-maker with 
Premier 
Daladler of France, Britain's demo- 
cratic partner whose relations with 
Italy are strained by fascist clamor 
for French possessions, 


At the same time, two great bat- 
tles are raging in Spain and a fer- 
ment of animosity on the border 
between Hungary and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia is disturbing both Prague 
and Budapest. 


United States Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull, arriving In Now York 
from Lima, Peru, whore he wa« 
chief American delegate to the 
eighth Pan-American 
conference, 
characterized the meeting as on 
"example for the conduct of Inter- 
national relations by friendly dis- 
cussion rather than by force or 
violence." 


Europe's outlook, however, was 
anything but bright as Chamber- 
lain conferred with his key min- 
isters In London. Both dictator- 
ships and democracies want peace, 
but each at Its own price. 
The 
French-Italian issue may prove the 
stumbling block. On the eve of 
Chamberlain's 
departure, t h e 
French foreign ministry announced 
in Paris that Italy had protested 
against an alleged anti-fascist de- 
monstration during Daladler's visit 
last week In Algeria. 
Italian Premier Mussolini has 
called a meeting of the fascist 
grand council, Italy's highest execu- 
tive body, for Feb. 5. By then, fas- 
cist leaders will have had oppor- 
tunity to judge Chamberlain's at- 
titude and weigh the success of 
County Galeazzo Clano, Italian for- 
eign minister, In reviving Italy's 
mid-European 
Influence 
through 
talks with Hungarian, Yugoslav 
and Polish statesmen. 
Many observers felt that Italy 
•was attempting to strengthen her 
position in order to impress Retohs- 
luehrer Hitler with the need of 
some outstanding Italian success to 
compensate his axis partner for her 
role at Munich last September;
